were flattering remarks I heard made

and entertained, and the editor, if he 
has his plant .systematized, can find 
time to do his share in looking after 
these interests of the town.

There is an "inside?..football'just 


as well as "inside" 'basebalL- _Thc 
great difference Is.that there* Is so 
much -more inside football vlliat_ not 
only does the average spectatqr miss 
It. b'ut the players and coaches them- 
sctves are little of it. -At present'it 
seems •> that the possibilities* of "in- 
side'.'- football are unlimited". 


Every player on a team,has chances 


to pull off inside work, but the posi- 
tion which most needs tho ability to 
grasp a situation and grapple with 
It in a new way is that of quarter- 
back. Around the little men who call 
the signals for the big elvens open a 
thousand posibilities for inside, play, 
and many are the quarterbacks who 
do not take advantage of their op- 
portunities. That is those who can 
run a team on the field as well as 
the coach on the side lines could di- 
rect it* may be counted on the fingers 
of one hand. 


The quarterback must keep in mind 


the number of down.s the distance to 
be gained, the position on the field 
the length of time that remains to be 
played, the individual and effective 
strength of his own men, and weak- 
ness of his opponents, the peculiari- 
ties of the officials, and the number 
and kind of plays at his disposa-.' All 
of these things must be considered 
in a single instant and decision given 
some times in a fraction of a second, 
frequently 
while rising 
from 
tho 


ground or struggling to be disengaged 
from the mass, and frequently when 
suffering from painful injuries. And 
yet they say it requires no brains to 
play football. 


Seldom Gets Any Credit'. 


A football player seldom gets any 


credit for "inside" work for the rea- 
son that the grand stand does not 
recognize it. 


Just a few instances: Under the 


new rules it is sometimes more advis- 
able for a member of a team on the 
defense to drop a forward pass ishich 
he has caught than to hold it. This 
is on the occasion of a forward pass 
on a third down. A defensive half- 
back has a chance to catch the ball, 
but sees that he would be downed 
without carrying the ball back to the 
line where it started. 
In this case 


the right play is to touch the ball and 
let it drop to the ground so that the 
ball will then be brought back to the 
T>lace where it started and given to 
his side. 
To the grand stand this 


bd 
play properly executed would 
hissed by the unthinking. 


Again a quarterback in the safety 


position is standing almost on his 
own goal line. The ball is kicked to 
him. 
He can't make an easy catch, 


but the heady man in this case will 
usually allow the ball to fly or bounce 
across the goal line. The defending 
side is then allowed to take the ball 
out to the 25-yard lino and put it in 
play. If he elects to catch it he will 
probably be downed before reaching 
that line. Yet 
quarterbacks 
have 


been called dubs and poor catchers 
by the grand stand for this play. The 
same precedure should be used where 
a high kick-off is kicked so as to pass 
or bounce over the goal line immedi- 
ately, especially where the ends com- 
ing down under the kick are fajt. 


The heady backfielder of these days 


runs outside and continues parallel 
to the goal line for a few paces, in 
order to tempt some unwary man on 
the other team to tackle him anJ se- 
cure a penalty against the tackier. 


Coaches Have Trick Methods. 


Almost all coaches have devices for 


getting tho othor team offlside. The 
favorite device of 
one well-known 


coach was a peculiar system of sig- 
nals. The series containing the charg- 
ing number would be called and im- 
mediately after 
the 
last integer 


called the te-im would count two to 
themselves and charge. Other teams 
found it impossible to accustom them- 
selves for this system of charging, 
which was without any apparent sig- 
nal 
It mystified the opposing teams 


and they began charging a couple of 
seconds after a series which did not 
contain 
the 
charging number and 


were caught offside. False starts and 
twitchings of the ball by the snapper- 
back also accomplish the same object. 


A very questionable kind of inside 


work is the system of "working" on 
the injured knee or other injured part 
of an opponent in tho hope of weak- 
ening him and making an opering. 
To for^tall this, injured players fre- 
quently cover their good knees osten-| 
tatiously v.-ith bandages, thus tricking 
their opponent to direct his energies 


h^re they will do least harm. 
The use of the unexpected ptey is 


the nuintessence of inside play. One1 
of the most successful things at times j 
is the repetition of a play v.hic»i has' 
just failed.
